Dear  Alumni: 

The  encouragement  of  voluntary  individual  initiative  and  enter- 
prise,— has  this  not  been  the  genius  of  our  American  way  of  life? 
In  this  land  we  have  been  free  and  willing  to  invest  and  engage  in 
adventure  for  the  sake  of  laudable  objectives. 

Lenoir  Rhyne  College  owes  its  existence  and  progress  to  men  and 
women  who  took  to  heart  a  vision  and  were  ready  to  give  generously 
in  order  to  bring  it  to  pass.  The  founders  of  the  college,  Drs.  R.  A. 
Yoder,  J.  C.  Moser,  W.  P.  Cline  and  the  Reverend  A.  L.  Grouse,  gave 
their  individual  notes,  involving  as  collateral  their  entire  possessions, 
in  order  to  raise  the  original  $10,000  required  to  begin  the  institution 
in  1891.  They,  their  colleagues  and  their  successors  have  labored  unselfishly  and  often 
sacrificially  to  bring  Lenoir  Rhyne  to  her  present  stature.  Their  commitment  to  the 
type  of  Christian  higher  education  imparted  by  Lenoir  Rhyne  prompted  their  voluntary 
investments  of  service  and  possessions. 

This  continues  to  be  the  recourse  of  our  alma  mater — the  voluntary  response  and  sup- 
port of  those  who  believe  in  what  she  is  doing.  She  has  neither  claim  nor  desire  for 
appropriations  from  public  funds.  She  coerces  allegiance  from  nobody.  She  relies  sole- 
ly upon  the  good  will  of  those  who  exercise  their  freedom  to  choose  and  support  causes 
of  vital  worth. 

For  any  voluntary  cause,  movement  or  institution  to  be  vigorous  and  effective  it  must 
have  some  adherents  who  are  unusually  loyal.  For  any  organization  to  be  very  active 
it  must  have  some  members  who  are  intensely  so.  For  any  project  to  be  very  appealing 
it  must  have  some  participants  who  are  intensely  enthusiastic. 

The  same  truth  applies  to  a  college,  particularly  the  private  or  church  college.  Lenoir 
Rhyne's  strength  and  progress  are  determined  by  the  fervor  and  devotion  of  her  friends 
and  supporters.  Our  college  can  thrive  only  when  she  has  some  supporters  who  are  in- 
tensely enthusiastic. 

Where  would  we  expect  to  find  these  zealous  boosters  and  workers  who  set  the  pace? 
Among  the  alumni  and  former  students,  of  course — those  to  whom  Lenoir  Rhyne  is  alma 
mater.  Ours  is  the  spirit  of  loyalty  that  must  be  contagious  if  others  are  to  be  enthusi- 
astic about  our  college. 

Let  us  who  cherish  the  heritage  of  our  American  way  of  life  be  intent  upon  perpetuat- 
ing it  for  posterity.  Many  of  our  most  precious  and  valuable  privileges  and  institutions 
depend  entirely  upon  the  ready  response  of  willing  hearts.  Lenoir  Rhyne  is  one  of  these 
institutions.  She  rests  her  case  upon  the  willing  response  of  those  who  know  best  what 
she  is  and  does — her  alumni.

Bruin  Basketeers  Top  Past  Records 


Despite  a  jolting  upset  by  Atlantic 
Christian  in  the  second  round  of  the  an- 
nual loop  tournament  at  Lexington,  the 
Lenoir  Rhyne  Bears  entered  the  NAIA  dis- 
trict playoffs  at  Greenville,  March  2-3,  en- 
joying one  of  their  best  seasons  in  years. 
The  Bruins  finished  second  only  to  Eastern 
Carolina  in  the  league  and  had  a  fine  20-5 
season  record. 

Highlighting  the  hardwood  season  was 
the  performance  of  the  Bear's  youngsters, 
Raeford  Wells,  a  local  boy.  Bob  Ortmeyer, 
and  Floyd  Propst.  Although  only  a  fresh- 
man. Wells  paced  the  Bruins  in  the  scoring 
department  amassing  a  total  of  479  points 
for  a  brilliant  19.1  average.  Ortmeyer 
trailed  the  Hickory  boy  with  a  17.3  clip 
and  was  the  chief  worker  off  the  back- 
boards with  his  6'8"  frame.  Sophomore 
Floyd  Propst  tallied  396  points  and  was 
aclaimed  the  finest  guard  in  the  North 
State  loop.  Propst  and  Wells  were  named 
to  the  All-Conference  dream  team  while 
Ortmeyer  pulled  down  a  berth  on  the 
second  All -State  team.  Propst  also  gained 
a  spot  on  the  All-Tournament  team.  Al- 
though failing  to  repeat  on  any  honor 
teams  this  year.  Captain  Roland  Barker 
proved  to  be  the  sparkplug  of  the  squad 
with  his  brilliant  floorplay  and  ball-hand- 
ling. Barker  also  chipped  in  with  300  tal- 
lies. 

Coach  Jim  "Pappy"  Hamilton  trotted  out 
on  the  floor  one  of  the  youngest  groups  in 
the  conference,  not  a  Senior  being  among 
the  top  seven  stars.  Barker  and  Frank 
Hassell  were  the  veterans  of  the  crew,  both 
being  Juniors  while  Ortmeyer,  Propst,  and 
Joe  Buff  were  only  Sophomores.  Wells 
and  Ferris  Feltner  were  the  youngsters  of 
the  team,  both  in  their  first  year. 

Losing  to  Belmont-Abbey  in  the  initial 
contest  of  the  year,  the  Bruins  expected  a 
rough  time  but  then  the  freshman  and 
sophs  started  to  come  through.  They  took 
impressive  decisions  over  Tusculum,  Wof- 
ford,  Newberry,  and  Atlantic  Christian. 
After  those  four  victories  the  Bruins 
faced  the  powerhouse  Eastern  Carolina 
Pirates  and  went  down  to  the  tune  of  79- 
87.     They  met  the  Pirates   again  but  the 


boys  of  Eastern  Carolina  again  showed 
their  superiority  by  trouncing  the  Hamil- 
tonmen.  Then  came  their  biggest  winning 
skein  of  the  year  going  through  seven  tilts 
without  a  setback.  But  the  victory  string 
came  to  a  startling  halt  when  the  Bears 
journeyed  to  Greensboro  to  meet  the  oft 
beaten  Quakers  of  Guilford.  By  upsetting 
the  Bears,  the  Guilford  team  erased  almost 
any  hopes  the  Bruins  had  of  arresting  first 
place  from  Eastern  Carolina.  The  Bears 
succeeded  in  hitting  the  century  mark  in 
one  game,  walloping  Western  Carolina 
105-92.  In  that  contest  Floyd  Propst  hit 
the  highest  individual  single  game  scoring 
mark  for  1954  tallying  31  points.  The  only 
other  played  to  go  30  or  better  was  Wells, 
hitting  for  30  against  Appalachian  in  a  78- 
65  walk-a-way. 

The  Bears  went  into  the  tournament  as 
the  No.  2  seeded  quintet  and  was  favored 
to  fight  its  way  into  the  finals  with  ECTC 
but  the  Atlantic  Christian  Bulldogs  had 
something  to  say  about  that.  The  Bruins 
played  true  to  form  in  the  first  round, 
trimming  the  Mountaineers  of  Appalachian 
88  to  61  led  by  Big  Bob  Ortmeyer's  26 
points.  They  entered  the  semis  highly 
favored  to  subdue  a  mediocre  ACC  quin- 
tet but  the  Bears  hit  the  Bulldogs  on  a  hot 
night  and  ACC  was  out  to  avenge  two  re- 
gular season  trouncings.  Led  by  6'11" 
freshman  John  Marley  the  Bulldogs  took 
the  lead  in  the  first  stanza  and  never  re- 
linquished it,  although  the  Bruins,  at 
times,  looked  as  if  they  were  going  to  pull 
ahead  but  could  never  get  up  quite  enough 
steam.  In  That  game  the  Bears  suffered 
their  worst  scoring  lapse  of  the  year,  gar- 
nering only  6  points  in  the  second  quarter. 

With  the  hardwood  season  almost  under 
the  belt,  the  Lenoir  Rhyne  diamond  nine 
has  opened  pre-season  drills  in  preparation 
for  the  up  coming  baseball  season.  The 
Bears  will  be  defending  the  conference 
crown  which  they  took  last  year  in  sweep- 
ing aside  all  comers.  Coach  Mac  Erwin, 
in  his  first  year  as  head  mentor,-  has  an- 
nounced a  tough  17  game  card  including 
12  loop  tilts  and  two  with  Southern  Con- 
ference member,  Davidson. 
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The  road  to  the  crown  will  be  a  little 
rougher  this  year  as  the  Bruins  have  suf- 
fered the  loss  of  most  of  their  key  men 
including  second  sacker  Billy  Walters, 
All-Conference  catcher  Giles  Setzer,  hot 
cornerman  Van  Tarlton,  outergardners 
Gene  and  Jerry  Robinson,  shortstop  Spec 
Simpson,  and  pitcher  Raeford  Thomas. 
Some  of  the  notable  returnees  will  be  All- 
Loop  slinger  Roland  Barker,  outfielder 
Ray  Whitley,  catcher  Bob  Bost,  Outfielder 
Joe  Buff,  and  first  sacker  Charles  Camp. 
Frosh  Walt  Cornwell  is  expected  to  lend 
help  to  the  Bear  mound  staff. 

Another  spring  sport  has  been  in  the 
limelight  also.  The  track  team,  under 
Coach  Bill  Brandon,  has  been  working  out 
for  the  past  three  weeks.  Coach  Brandon 
expects  to  have  another  fine  team  and 
hopes  to  repeat  as  champions.  The  Bear 
cindermen  took  the  loop  crown  in  1952  and 
1953.  This  year  the  track  men  will  have 
full  ^/4  mile  track  to  work  on.  The  track 
is  being  readied  now  for  the  coming  sea- 
son. Although  no  definite  schedule  has 
been  worked  out  the  Bears  are  in  hopes 
of  dual  meets  with  possibly  High  Point 
and  Wofford  in  addition  to  the  conference 
meet  sometime  in  May.  The  team  is  well 
stocked  although  Coach  Brandon  needs 
men  for  the  middle  distance  run  and  the 
low  hurdles. 

Football  has  been  getting  in  its  licks 
also,  although  the  gridiron  season  is  six 
months  from  reality.  Coach  Stasavich  has 
had  his  men  out  for  Winter  drills  and  is 
optimistic  over  the  improvement  of  the 
team  in  the  last  week.  Several  Freshmen 
backs  have  been  shining  in  the  drills, 
headed  by  little  Joe  Gaffey  from  Maiden,
